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WASTEWATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 

In  fiscal  year  1986  455.429  million  gallons  of  wastewater  were  treated  at  a  cost 
of  $302,123.27.  Ninety-five  (95)  percent  of  all  pollutants  are  removed  from  the 
City's  wastewater  before  it  enters  the  Salmon  Falls  River.  Approximately  fifty  (50) 
percent  of  the  plant's  capacity  is  being  used,  leaving  plenty  of  room  for  growth. 

In  November  of  1985  the  Wastewater  Pollution  Control  Facility  and  the 
Somersworth  Highway  Department  were  combined  administratively  into  a 
reactivated  "Public  Works  Department,"  in  a  move  designed  to  eliminate 
duplication  of  efforts  and  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  combined  resources  of  both 
departments.  As  of  July  1986  the  Wastewater  Pollution  Control  Division  of  Public 
Works  Department  has  been  72  months  without  a  lost  time  accident.

The  Water  Works  has  experienced  increased  demands  for  new  services 
and  increased  water  use.   Several  major  projects  have  been  approved  for 
development  which  will  make  further  demands  on  the  existing  water  supply, 
thus  necessitating  an  additional  water  supply  capacity  within  the  next 
few  years  in  order  that  we  may  continue  the  ability  to  provide  unre- 
stricted service  to  our  water  users. 

Work  to  replace  one  well  was  started  during  the  year,  and  this  re- 
placement well  will  be  capable  of  adding  about  200,000  gallons  of  water 
per  day  to  the  system.   This  added  water  supply,  however,  will  be  insuf- 
ficient to  meet  the  demands  by  the  year  1990.   To  avoid  water  shortages 
it  will  be  necessary  to  plan  and  build  an  addition  to  the  Water  Treatment 
Plant,  and  such  project  completed  and  be  in  service  by  the  spring  of  1990,

Long  Range  Planning 

The  Master  Plan,  approved  in  June  1984,  will  finally  see  implementation  with 
the  rewriting  of  the  zoning  ordinances.  The  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
Office  has  been  drafting  ordinances  for  the  Planning  Board  and  the  City  Council  to 
approve.  Since  February  1985,  the  City  Council  has  approved  ordinances  for  the 
Agricultural  and  Open  Space  District,  Historic  Mill  District,  Industrial  District 
and  Single  Family  Residential  District.  In  addition,  the  City  Council  approved  the 
Site  Plan  Review  and  Fees  Ordinance,  a  streamlined  tool  to  help  process  new 
projects.  The  Historic  Mill  District  Ordinance  may  be  the  only  one  of  its  type  in 
the  last  two  years.  This  acreage  comprises  the  Great  Falls  Mill  site. 

The  Planning  Board  approved  the  Multi  Family  Residential  District  Ordinance. 
This  document  has  been  presented  to  the  City  Council  for  approval.  The  Planning 
Board  is  presently  working  on  establishing  two  new  zones  for  High 
Street:  Residential/ Commercial  and  Residential/ Office.  The  Board  is  also 
reviewing  a  draft  of  a  Commercial/ Industrial  District  for  Route  16.  Once  the 
ordinances  are  completed,  the  zoning  map  will  be  redrawn  showing  new  zone 
boundaries. 
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A  new  Existing  Land  Use  Map  was  completed  after  a  thorough,  walk  the  City, 
land  use  inventory.  This  map  proves  to  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  every  aspect  of 
urban  planning. 

Transportation  Planning  has  included  a  study  of  the  collector  streets,  an  update 
of  priority  assigned  problems  for  the  Transportation  Improvements  Plan  and  an 
exploration  of  the  solutions  to  the  downtown  parking  situation.  The  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Director  serves  as  a  Member  to  the  Seacoast  Technical 
Advisory  Committee.  As  a  COAST  (Cooperative  AlHance  for  Seacoast 
Transportation)  Executive  Board  Member  and  having  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
COAST  Planning  Committee,  the  City  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
Director  assisted  in  the  expansion  of  the  public  transit  system  to  Somersworth  and 
Berwick.  Known  as  Route  7,  the  service  has  been  expanded,  as  of  September  1, 
1986,  to  27  stops  from  the  Margowanda  Boarding  Home  in  Berwick,  Maine  to 
Wentworth-Douglass  Hospital  in  Dover,  New  Hampshire.  Bus  shelters  will  soon  be 
available  at  Market  Street  and  City  Hall/ General  Electric  stops. 

Economic  Development 

Successful  Economic  Development  promotion  resulted  in  the  securing  of 
development  companies  to  establish  projects  at  the  Great  Falls  Mill,  Barclay 
Square  and  the  Malley  Farm.  The  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Office 
actively  seeks  out  business  and  industry  for  location  in  Somersworth.  During  the 
last  year,  this  office  linked  together  with  the  Economic  Development  Offices  in 
Dover  and  Rochester  to  produce  a  14  minute  industrial  development  promotional 
video,  brochure  and  fact  sheet.  In  addition,  the  three  cities  produced  a  one-page 
advertisement  printed  in  New  England  Business  magazine.  The  Somersworth 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  Office  successfully  raised  $3,300  in  private 
funds  to  support  the  film  and  magazine  ad.

1985-86  ANNUAL  REPORT 

A  NARRATIVE  REPORT  —  25- YEAR  OVERVIEW 

The  Somers worth  Housing  Authority  was  estabhshed  on  March  1,  1961  —  and 
began  what  was  for  two  decades  called  Somersworth's  "Adventures  in  Progress". 

In  the  years  that  have  intervened,  the  Authority  has  initiated  and  completed 
many  projects  and  programs  in  the  areas  of  Urban  Renewal,  Public  Housing, 
Conmiunity  Development,  and  Social  Services  and  coordinated  HUD  312  and 
State  Rental  Rehab  Activities. 

URBAN  RENEWAL 

The  people  of  Somersworth  decided,  in  1961,  to  seek  an  Urban  Renewal  Project 
because  they  were  ashamed  of  the  blight,  decay,  and  general  dilapidation  which  has 
accumulated  in  the  Washington-High-Main  Street  triangle  area  and  they  realized 
that  the  then  existing  conditions  were  detrimental  to  the  community*s  hopes  for 
civic,  social,  business,  industrial,  and  economic  progress  and  prestige. 

To  remedy  this  situation,  there  has  been  a  large-scale  acquisition  and 
demolition  of  properties,  disposition  of  cleared  land,  some  rehabilitation,  and 
substantial  new  construction.  In  the  process,  83  buildings  were  torn  down  in  21 
acres  of  the  City's  heartland  and  there  were  about  150  business  and  residential 
relocations. 

The  Authority  believes  that  the  new  construction  —  generated  by  Urban 
Renewal  Action  and  funds,  within  and  beyond  the  project  boundaries,  has  been  so 
productive  of  additional  tax  revenues  that  participation  in  the  program  can  be 
ranked  among  the  best  investments  that  the  City  has  made  down  through  the  years. 

PUBLIC  HOUSING 

Somersworth's  Public  Housing  Program  is  a  by-product  and  outgrowth  of 
Urban  Renewal  to  assure  replacement  housing  for  displaced  elderly  and  non- 
elderly  families. 

Because  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  called  for  the  demolition  of  scores  of 
substantial  dwelling  units  and  the  relocation  of  a  large  number  of  tenants,  the 
Federal  Government  required  that  relocation  resources  be  developed. 

The  Authority  met  this  requirement  by  planning  the  conventional  housing 
projects  which  provided  for  120  units.  These  were  the  Albert  J.  Nadeau  Homes 
Project  for  low-income  families  on  Bartlett  Avenue  and  the  Robert  H.  Filion 
Terrace  Project  for  elderly  people  on  Washington  Street. 
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The  Congress  later  passed  a  National  Housing  Act  which  provided  for  the 
Section  23  Leased  Housing  Program.  The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  was 
among  the  first  in  this  area  to  respond  to  this  program  and  it  was  subsequently 
authorized  to  lease  a  total  of  160  units  scattered  throughout  the  City. 

Then  came  HUD's  latest  program  —  the  Section  8  Leased  housing  program  — 
from  which  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  obtained  25  additional 
existing  units  and  46  newly  constructed  and  substantially  rehabilitated  units  at 
Parkview  Terrace  and  Preservation  Park.  This  Section  8  Program  also  eventually 
included  the  160  leased  housing  program  units  in  the  Section  23  program  which 
was  phased  out. 

This  brought  Somersworth's  total  number  of  HUD  assisted  public  and  private 
housing  units  to  about  350  and  these  units  provided  shelter  to  more  than  600 
tenants.  The  City  is  not  required  to  make  any  contribution  to  the  financing  of 
public  and  HUD  assisted  housing  projects  —  those  built  and  owned  by  the 
Somersworth  Housing  Authority  and  those  units  contracted  under  the  Section  8 
assisted  housing  programs  from  private  landlords. 

NEW  PHILOSOPHY  SPARKS  SOCIAL  SERVICES  ACTION. 

After  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  had  nearly  completed  its  Urban 
Renewal  Project  and  was  well  established  in  its  Public  Housing  Program,  the 
Congress  and  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  back  around 
1970  adopted  a  new  philosophy  in  relation  to  those  who  occupy  the  Public 
Housing  Units. 

They  accepted  the  concept  that  the  problems  of  the  elderly  and  the  poor  cannot 
be  solved  merely  by  providing  them  with  a  place  to  live  at  a  reasonable  rent;  that 
their  mental,  physical,  social  and  economic  well-being  are  of  equal  or  greater 
importance;  and  that  unless  proper  attention  was  given  to  such  matters,  housing 
projects  could  deteriorate  into  slums  and  ghettos  with  results  not  pleasant  to 
contemplate. 

At  this  point,  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  presented  to  HUD 
Manchester  Office  Officials  a  modest  request  for  funds  with  which  to  finance  a 
Tenant  Service  Program  the  major  feature  of  which  was  employment  of  a  full-time 
Registered  Nurse  to  provide  nursing  services  to  tenants  and  to  organize  and 
promote  health  programs. 

The  details  of  what  happpened  at  the  time  of  that  presentation  are  not 
important  other  than  the  fact  that  the  Authority  was  authorized  to  expend  the  sum 
of  $12,500  for  the  provision  of  the  Planned  Tenant  Services  Program. 

What  is  of  very  great  importance,  however,  is  the  fact  that  officials  of  the  HUD 
office  in  Manchester  were  impressed  by  the  possibilities  that  the  program  presented 
and  gave  the  Authority  the  generous  and  very  effective  cooperation  and  assistance 
the  benefits  of  which  were  soon  in  evidence. 
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Within  a  matter  of  only  a  few  months,  HUD  office  officials  approved  the 
Somersworth  Housing  Authority's  request  and  a  plan  for  a  two-phase  Community 
Center  which  would  include  a  multipurpose  building,  a  gymnasium,  and  a 
playground  —  a  facility  named  by  the  Authority's  Board  of  Commissioners  in 
honor  of  Martin  J.  Flanagan,  the  SHA  founder,  first  chairman,  and  first  Executive 
Director. 

And  they  gave  the  real  substance  to  their  approval  by  giving  the  Authority  a 
100  percent  grant  in  the  amount  of  $360,000  to  finance  establishment  of  facilities  to 
house  programs  that,  within  a  year,  were  to  become  among  the  most  far-reaching 
and  most  highly  patronized  of  their  kind  in  this  area. 

So  numerous,  so  varied  and  so  sizeable  have  these  programs  been  that  the 
Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  been  able  to  ride  the  initial  budget  line  item 
for  tenant  services  into  about  two  million  dollars  worth  of  actual  social  services 
action. 

$50,000  OPERATING  BUDGET  APPROVED 

Encouraged  by  the  strong  support  given  by  the  HUD  Manchester  Office 
Officials,  and  strengthened  by  the  budget  line  item  for  tenant  and  social  services, 
the  Authority  then  submitted  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health 
and  Welfare,  Division  of  Welfare,  a  proposal  for  a  contract  for  the  development  of 
social  services  in  the  Somersworth  area  under  the  HUD-NEW  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  on  Housing- Welfare  cooperation. 

With  the  generous  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  Division  of  Welfare  the 
Authority's  proposal  was  approved  and  the  contract  was  awarded.  This  was  the 
first  contract  of  its  kind  to  become  effective  in  the  New  England  area. 

As  a  result.  The  Authority's  $12,500  for  tenant  services  was  transferred  to  the 
Division  of  Welfare.  It  was  then  matched,  in  a  3  to  1  ratio,  by  NEW  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $37,500  to  create  a  $50,000  operating  budget  for  Somersworth's  Social 
Services. 

EXCITING  ACTION  AS  PROGRAMS  MULTIPLIED 

The  months  which  followed  were  filled  with  action  and  excitement.  With  the 
completion  and  dedication  of  the  Flanagan  Community  Center  —  program  after 
program  was  added  and  attendance  and  participation  grew  apace. 

The  Flanagan  Community  Center  facilities,  including  a  sizeable  gym  and  very 
active  lounge,  are  regularly  made  available  to  local  schools,  and  to  church,  civic, 
social  service,  veterans,  recreation,  and  other  non-profit  groups  and  organizations 
for  relevant  and  worthwhile  programs  and  activities,  thereby  promoting  integration 
and  viability  in  the  community  and  even  on  a  county  basis. 
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COOPERATION  WITH  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

As  a  result  of  cooperative  action  by  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  a  major  program  of  physical  education  and 
intramural  activities  has  been  established  in  the  Flanagan  Center  Gymnasium. 

Participating  in  this  program  are  youngsters  from  the  elementary  schools  of  the 
city.  And  this  is  the  first  time  in  the  schools  history  that  a  facility  such  as  this  has 
been  available  to  them  for  this  purpose. 

The  School  Department  brings  the  children  to  and  from  the  Center  each  school 
day.  The  activities  involve  hundreds  of  children  every  week  under  the  supervision 
of  highly  competent  physical  education  instructors. 

ACTION  AT  FILION  TERRACE 

While  all  of  this  action  is  going  on  at  Bartlett  Avenue,  there  is  also  a  wealth  of 
activity  at  FiHon  Terrace  on  Washington  Street  where  the  Community  Building  has 
been  enlarged  to  twice  its  original  size. 

With  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Council  on 
Aging  —  which  provided  the  necessary  funds  when  available  this  was  designated  as 
a  Senior  Center  and  the  facilities  and  services  have  been  offered  to  Somersworth's 
senior  citizens  from  throughout  the  city,  whether  or  not  they  resided  in  Public 
Housing.  Filion  Terrace  Center  continues  as  a  meals  program  site. 

Here,  practically  all  of  the  major  services  that  can  be  provided  to  the  elderly 
were  including  health,  nutrition,  transportation,  education,  recreation, 
socialization,  therapy,  information,  and  referral,  etc.  Many  of  these  services  have 
come  and  gone  as  funding  allowed,  now  no  longer  available. 

PROJECT  MODERNIZATION  PROGRAMS 

Both  SHA  —  owned  PubHc  Housing  Projects  —  Albert  J.  Nadeau  Homes  at 
Bartlett  Avenue  and  Robert  Filion  Terrace  on  Washington  Street  —  were 
improved  substantially  with  HUD  funds  for  Modernization  Programs  well  in 
excess  of  $600,000  since  1971. 

These  improvements  included  the  Flanagan  Center  on  Bartlett  Avenue  and  later 
the  gym  and  playground  there;  major  improvements  to  the  Bartlett  Avenue  heating 
system  and  hot  water  distribution  lines,  new  locks,  clothes  lines,  MJF  Center 
roofing  and  drainage  work,  area  fencing,  etc;  entrance  canopies  at  the  Washington 
Street  Project,  many  improvements  to  the  Filion  Terrace  Community  Center 
facilities  including  ramps  and  rails,  doors,  windows,  etc. 

Above  and  beyond  HUD  modernization  money  were  development  funds  for 
doubling  the  size  of  the  Senior  Center  building  at  Filion  Terrace,  expansion  of  the 
kitchen  there  and  other  changes.  The  Strafford  county  Community  Action  office 
helped  with  weatherization  funds  and  the  state  assisted  with  other  changes. 
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COMPREHENSIVE  IMPROVEMENT  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM  (CIAP) 

Joseph  N.  Couture,  CIAP  Coodinator 

Since  1982  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  been  actively  competing 
with  other  New  England  communities  to  receive  funding  for  the  modernization  of 
housing  projects  owned  by  the  Authority  through  the  Comprehensive  Improvement 
Assistance  Program  (CIAP)  administered  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development.  This  CIAP  Program  replaced  the  old  HUD  Modernization 
Programs  previously  mentioned. 

During  1986  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  competed  and  received 
$172,000  with  which  to  improve  both  the  N.H.  6-1  Project,  Albert  J.  Nadeau 
Homes,  located  on  Bartlett  Avenue  and  the  N.H.  6-2  Project,  R.H.  Filion  Terrace, 
located  on  Washington  Street. 

Work  items  in  the  years  ahead  that  are  being  requested  are  comprehensive 
improvements  directed  largely  at  the  total  over-haul  of  the  Bartlett  Avenue  Family 
Project  which  is  23  years  old  and  has  accomodated  scores  of  families  and  children 
and  its  systems  such  as  windows,  plumbing,  roadways,  curbing,  sidewalks,  stoves, 
refrigerators,  etc.  are  in  bad  need  of  replacement. 

In  the  fall  of  1982  HUD  approved  a  $50,000  CIAP  Program  to  be  funded  in 
1983  for  the  installation  of  smoke/ fire  detectors  in  both  the  elderly  project  at 
Washington  Street  and  the  Bartlett  Avenue  non-elderly  family  project. 

The  foUiwng  year  HUD  approved  an  application  for  $489,000  in  CIAP  funding 
for  some  $187,000  in  emergency  work  items  and  $302,000  for  special  purpose 
improvements. 

SOCIAL  SERVICES 

STRAFFORD  COUNTY  CONGREGATE  MEALS  PROGRAM 

Kathy  Dubois,  Director 

This  program  was  first  funded  in  November  1973  with  the  Housing  Authority 
acting  as  Grantee.  We  service  the  communities  of  Somersworth,  Dover,  Rochester, 
Farmington,  Rollinsford,  Durham,  and  Milton.  The  funds  are  provided  under  Title 
III-C  of  the  Older  American  Act  and  provided  to  us  through  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Council  on  Aging.  Since  its  beginning  the  Housing  Authority  has  provided 
approximately  250,000  meals  to  senior  citizens  through  this  Program.  At  one  time 
the  Authority  administered  the  program  for  Rockingham  County  until  a  new 
grantee  was  found  for  the  County.  To  qualify  for  participation  in  this  Program, 
persons  must  be  60  years  or  older.  There  is  no  income  means  for  this  Program. 
However,  we  try  to  serve  the  most  needy  first. 
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STRAFFORD  COUNTY  MEALS  ON  WHEELS  PROGRAM 

This  Program  was  first  funded  in  February  1975  with  the  Housing  Authority 
acting  as  Grantee.  We  service  the  communities  of  Somersworth,  Dover  and 
Rochester.  The  funds  are  provided  under  Title  XX  of  the  Social  Security  Act  and 
provided  to  us  through  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Welfare.  Since  its 
beginning,  the  Housing  Authority  has  provided  approximately  156,000  meals  to 
senior  citizens  and  handicapped  people  through  this  program. 

To  qualify  for  participation  in  this  Program,  persons  must  be  60  years  of  age  or 
older  or  handicapped.  There  is  an  income  means  test.  Persons  must  be  homebound 
to  receive  this  service. 

SOMERSWORTH  DAY  CARE 

Pam  Schaa,  Director 

This  is  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority's  15th  year  as  Grantee  for  the 
Somersworth  Child  Day  Care  Center  which  is  funded  under  Title  XX  and 
administered  state-wide  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Welfare. 

The  Child  Day  Care  Program,  which  is  still  quartered  at  the  Flanagan 
Conmiunity  Center  on  Bartlett  Avenue,  provides  a  comprehensive  Child  Care  and 
Development  Program  for  children  from  the  ages  of  three  to  fourteen,  operating  51 
weeks  a  year. 

The  Center  currently  enrolls  about  50  Children  per  day.  Components  of  the 
Day  Care  Program  include  kindergarten  for  youngsters  five  years  of  age  so  as  to 
prepare  them  for  school.  The  Day  Care  Center  also  operates  before-and-after 
school  program  activities  for  older  children. 

The  NH  Division  of  Welfare  funds  the  people  who  qualify  based  on  income 
guidelines  established  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Private,  unassisted  clients 
also  participate  and  pay  full  fees  and  continue  to  be  welcomed  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  Somersworth  Child  Day  Care  Program. 

For  the  fourth  time  the  Somersworth  program  has  been  approved  as  a  member 
of  the  United  Way  fund  campaign  agency  and  will  benefit  from  the  1986  United 
Way  Campaign.  Through  this  means,  funds  will  permit  the  program  to  continue 
providing  affordable  quality  child  care  despite  escalating  costs. 

Day  Care  Program  Director  Pam  Schaa  invites  interested  parents  and  the 
general  public  to  inquire  about  the  Program  by  calling  her  at  692-2081  or,  better 
still,  by  visiting  the  Day  Care  office  at  the  Flanagan  Community  Center  via  the 
Cass  Street  side  entrance. 
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COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  —  ACTIVITIES  GALORE 

With  the  full  backing  of  the  City  Government  in  the  form  of  a  Resolution 
designating  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  as  the  City's  authorized  agent  in 
all  matters  relating  to  Community  Development,  the  SHA  was  successful  in  the 
first  year  on  the  new  federal  Community  Development  Program  in  1975  to  garner 
$191,000  to  convert  a  portion  of  the  old  Sanitary  Landfill  area  between  Maple 
Street  Extension  and  Blackwater  Road  and  between  the  Armory  and  Forest  Glade 
Cemetery  for  new  recreational  facilities,  a  site  for  the  new  Central  Fire  Station,  and 
a  site  for  Parkview  Terrace  Section  8  Housing.  The  initial  CD  activities  included 
city-wide  Residential  Property  Rehabilitation  Improvements  through  a  successful 
grant  program  for  home  improvements  and  code  enforcement. 

The  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  funds  were  also  obtained  from  the  State 
office  (DRED)  for  recreational  park  equipment. 

Other  CD  Programs  and  Grants  received  included: 

1976:  $140,000  for  severe  extension  work  on  Bartlett  Avenue  and  Maple  Street 
Extension  and  to  raise  a  portion  of  Maple  Street  Extension  near  the  State  Armory 
to  prevent  flooding. 

1977:  $255,000  for  the  Somersworth  Neighborhood  Improvement  Project 
(SNIP)  to  clear  a  site  along  Main  Street  between  Franklin  and  Fayette  Streets  and 
along  East  Alley  for  what  eventually  became  the  26-unit  elderly  housing  project  (A 
Section  8  program  project)  which  includes  the  LeHoullier  Block  and  the  Vezeau 
House,  two  historically  significant  buildings. 

1978:  A  three-year  $1,200,000  CD  grant  program  for  the  Somersworth 
Neighborhood  Revitalization  Project  in  the  Smokey  Hollow  Area  which  involved 
extensive  use  of  CD  grants  for  the  rehabilitation  of  scores  of  residential  units,  the 
creation  of  the  eventual  site  of  the  16-unit  Smokey  Hollow  Common  Section  8 
housing  project  for  low-income  non-elderly  families  and  street  and  sidewalk 
improvements,  etc. 

1980:  The  Downtown  Hills  CD  Project  which  included  the  westerly  side  of 
Market  Street  was  funded  to  the  tune  of  $1,500,000  over  the  three-year  period.  This 
resulted  again  in  extensive  loan  and  grant  assistance  for  the  rehabilitation  of  scores 
of  private  residential  units,  development  of  the  mill  housing  along  Market  Street  in 
new  apartments,  off-street  parking  facilities  to  serve  the  Francouer  development 
and  the  Crosier  development  of  the  Queensbury  Mill  which  was  converted  to 
residential  uses. 

By-products  of  the  CD  activities  or  supplements  thereto  were  the  development 
of  Preservation  Park,  Parkview  Terrace,  and  Smokey  Hollow  Common,  three 
privately  owned  fully-taxable  Section  8  housing  projects,  and  assistance  with 
parking  and  access  facilities  to  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority's  conversion  of 
the  old  St.  Martin  rectory/ convent/ school  complex  into  49  public  housing  units 
for  the  elderly,  opened  in  September  1983  as  Charpentier  Apartments.
